“The  present  Mr.  Sargent  presented  this 
picture  to  the  late  Mr.  Boughton,”  re- 
marked Mr.  James  P.  Silo,  as  an  “Ideal 
Head,”  by  Mr.  John  S,  Sargent,  was  put 
up  at  last  night’s  session  of  the  Boughton- 
Richards  sale  at  the  Fifth  Avenue  Art 

' It  was  a very  small  canvas  o-f  a girl  with 
a red  shawl  over  her  shoulders.  She  was 
not  a propitiating  looking  girl,  either,  but 
she  brough;t  $1,700,  possibly  because  a Sar- 
gent at  an  auction  is  a rarity.  Richards’ 
“Summer  Morning”  brought  $435.  Then 
his  “Summer  Afternoon”  was  put  up. 

“This  is  better  than  the  last,”  said  the 
auctioneer.  “There’s  bird  in  it!”  But  it 
went  for  fifteen  dollars  less.  “That’s  be- 
cause there's  no  bottle,”  remarked  one  of 
the  bidders. 

“A  Summer  Sea,”  by  Richards,  brought 
$1,650,  his  “Orange  Sunset  Waning  Low” 
$1,500,  and  his  “Rainbow”  $1,125;  and  these 
were  the  best  prices  after  the  Sargent.

This  was  “ An  i 
Audience,”  a small  canvas,  vhich  Robert 
C.  Hall  bought.  It  was  a picture  whic^'^ 
tbie  artist  had  presented  to  Mr.  Boufe.i- 
ton.
